have been responsible for his decis- 
ion to quit the cabinet. 


President Wilson accepted the resig- 


nation and a formal announcement is 
expected without delay. 


The resignation of Henry C. Breck- 


enridge, assistant secretary of war, 
was also announced, he following his 
chief in his attitude toward military 
policies. 


Secretary Garrison stood firm in his 


advocacy of the "Continental Army" 
as a means of national defense.

In tact, I can't think of any other 


great man in the lustory of the world 
who has been damaged in just the 
same way, through being made to ap- 
pear so good. 


The reason is that he has been pre- 


eminently the children's hero. 


He is a distinguished victim of tho 


deceit we practice oa children in the 
name of education. 


Only the very good boys and girls 


care for the stcry of Washington aud 
the cherry tree. 


The ethers, the majority, arc bcrcd, 


or amused, or'puzzled. 


And then there is the saying, dinned 


into the oars of American childhood, 
"Washington never told a lie." 


It alone alienates vast numbers of 


children from Washington. In their 
little hearts it finds no answering 
echo, no enthusiastic desire for emula- 
tion. 


For truth telling, much as we love 


it in children, and much as we labor 
to graft it on those highly imaginative 
minds, is often a virtue that develops 
only with years, related to intelli- 
gence and to mature character. 


It derives its beauty largely from 


association with other qualities more 
sympathetic. 


Do Real Damage to Truth, 


Self-assertive 
truth-tellers 
often 


seem rigid in character. 
They do 


great damage to truth by making it 
ueem, not oeautiful. as it should be, 
bat hideous. 


Even in minds of maturity, to the 


reputation of Washington there still 
clings a suggestion of the comic. 


Thackeray did not help the situation 


when he introduced the 
youthful 


Washington into "The Virginians" as 
a highly self-conscious and priggish 
colonial. 


There is a fine chanoo for a new 


historian of Washington, one who will 
bring out the real man. ' 


Owen Wistcr made a start some 


years ago, when he published a little 
book, emphasizing Washington's more 
human qualities. But the book was 
too slight to be comprehensive. Mr. 
Wister may yet write tho complete 
history needed by the world of today. 


For today, of all times, the world 


ought to reflect on the service of 
Washington in tho making of this na- 
tion and on the attitude <*f Washing- 
ton toward the future of this nation. 


Washington a Seer. 


Since tho Spanish war the Farewell 


Addro.ps, once a classic and apparent- 
ly just about as much alive as moat 
classics, has fallen into disfavor. We 
don't, hear of its being "pointed to 
with pride" as often as we did. 


Perhaps if we do go back to it we 


shall find that Washington, besides 
being a soldier and a stutesir.au, was 
a seer. 


And a seer is much more interesting 


than a little boy that chops down a 
cherry tree or a man that has never 
told a lie. 


A seer has a way of projecting him- 


self into the future and finding a new 
life there. 


As a prophet Washington is a vital 


force today. But he is a force that 
has been consciously and deliberately 
disregarded. 


Washington, the hero of Valley 


Forge, was essentially a man of peace. 
He "saw that the happiness and secu- 
rity of this country lay, just as the 
happiness of an individual did, in a 
policy of noninterference. 


And as Boon as this country ceased 


to follow this policy Washington fore- 
saw complications. 


On the surface it seems strange that 


a man whose inheritance and ways of

life were aristocratic should be re- 
<rarrted as the father of American de- 
mocracy. 


And to the prrsont-duy point of view 


it is all the more strange when we re- 


all the reproach made against Wash- 
ington that "tho great Virginian held 
slaves." 


But Washington, to be judged fair- 


ly, like everyone else, must be consid- 
ered with reference to his time and 
surrounding conditions. 


Washington deserves little credit for 


not yielding to the temptations to as- 
sert his aristocratic lineage by becom- 
ing a tcry. Ho was directly affected 
by the unfair attitude of the mother 
country in imposing taxation without 
representation. 
What he did was a 


natural outcome of what he was. 
Wht re he did merit the highest honor 
was iu his rising so magnificently to 
his responsibilities and opportunities. 
A man selfish and arrogant might have 
exacted more for himself, might have 
striven to establish himself as a per- 
manent power over the nation he had 
helped to create. But there is no evi- 
dence that Washington ever felt such 
a temptation. Aristocrat as he was 
and slaveholder, he was all the more 
extraordinary in being able to turn 
from the prejudices of his training to 
a realization of the democratic ideal. 


Perhaps we can reach a little clear- 


er understanding of what Washington 
was and of what he did by placing 
him in our own time. It was as if, at 
the present time, a man of distin- 
guished position and of wealth, were 
to become a leader in the labor move- 
ment. For, from the point of view of 
England, the colonials were humble 
folk mainly til'ers of the field, work- 
ers in small enterprises. To their 
cause Washington gave dignity, as 
well as marvelous personal courage. 
With his tattered, 
half-fed, poorly 


trained troops he defeated the pro- 
fessional soldiers of England and the 
Hessian mercenaries. 
He had, 
of 


course, the superlative advantage of 
being sustained by the power ot a sub- 
lime moral idea, all the more effective 
because it was opposed by the weak- 
ness that goes with self-conscious and 
contemptuous superiority. 


Really Deserves More Credit. 


Washington has not. been accorded 


by the world the credit ha deserves 
for his share in establishing democ- 
racy as a working force in a nation. 
We are likely to forget that democ- 
racy, while he fought for it, was not 
accepted by the world as practicable. 
To a few it was a beautiful theory, an 
ideal. To the many it was impracti- 
cable, a denial of what they regarded 
as the natural unfitness of human be- 
ings in large masses to govern thorn- 
selves. From France, mainly through 
Rousseau, had come the great demo- 
cratic theory. But France nad yet to 
seek its establishment in the blood of 
the French revolution. 


Our next Washington is net likely 


to be a soldier-statesman. He will not 
lead in a war between nations or be- 
tween foes identified with any geo- 
graphical limits. He will give dignity 
and coherence and organization to a 
cause now in need of a powerful chain 
pion. He will strive, net ngnlnst taxa- 
tion 
without 
representation, 
but 


agalnpt production* without fair com 
peosation.

Mystery surrounding the disappearance 


of Harry Filler, formerly of Churcbtown, 
near Boiling Springs, has been cleared up 
by a former resident now in the western 
part of the State, who found him to be a 
man in the Westmoreland county jail 
awaiting death on a charge of murder.

Filler admitted his 
identity. He is paid to have served sever- 
al terms on minor charges prior to being 
sentenced on the charge of murdering an 
employer in order to secure some $822 
which he had. Recently he almost escap- 
ed from the jail by filing away the lock of 
his cell with a nail file. He was sentenced 
to be electrocuted on January 28, but a 
stay was given pending a decision on an 
application for a new trial in the United 
States court.

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A suit had been filed by the Union 


Trust company, of Harrisburg, against 
the Farmers & Merchants bank of Dills- 
burg, to recover $2,695.97. This sum is 
the balance alleged to be due on a mutual 
account between the two banks. Both 
banks had an understanding whereby the 
Harrisburg institution agreed to collect 
the Dillsburg bank's checks of Harrisburg 
while the Dillsburg bank agreed to do the 
same with the Harrisburg bank's check's 
on all the Dillsburg banks.

Leaving a note for the family of Aaron 


Wolf, of AbbotUtown, with whom she liv- 
ed, telling them not to make a search for 
her, Dell* Rote, aged 14 years, disappear- 
ed from their home early on Friday morn- 
ing and efforts to locate her have thus far 
been unsuccessful. The exact hour of the 
girl's departure is not knowu and the Wolf 
family have not been able to learn in 
which direction, or by what means she left 
the town. The girl's mother has been ill 
in Williamsport and it supposed she went 
to her bedside. Either the mother of the 
child or friends in Williamsport had com- 
municated r.-ith the Rote girl, recently, 
telling her of her mother's illness, it is said, 
and she had desired to make a trip to Will- 
iamsport before her disappearance on Fri- 
day. 


For the last three years the girl has been 


living with the Wolf family. She is a 
daughter of Charles Rote, who was killed 
in an accident in the cold storage plant at 
Biglerville about three years ago. The 
wife was left with several children, and. 
unable to support them they were sent to 
the County Home. Later they were plac- 
ed in different families in the county, Del- 
la going to the home of Aaron Wolf, in 
Abbottstown. The mother has been liv- 
ing in Williamsport for some time. 


The girl was at home when the family 


retired on Thursday night but upon com- 
mg down stairs on Friday morning the 
note was found. It read, "Don't look for 
me, I am going to my mother in Williams- 
port." It is not known that the girl had 
any money to pay her transportation to 
Williamsport. 


Since the above was in type we learn 


that, the girl was found in Gettysburg on 
Saturday morning, where Chief Burgess 
Eicholtz succeeded in collecting money to 
pay her fare to the home of her sick moth- 
er, in Williamsport, to which place she was 
sent, by the consent of the Wolf family at 
Abbottstown. 


Free Banker of Libel Charge.

Shot Sweetheart Then 
Turned Revolver on Self. 


After shooting his sweetheart, Edna 


Hoffman, causing-a dangerous wound in 
her right temple, Earl Miller, of Hanover, 
turned a 32-calibre revolver on himself 
and died five hours later from a bullet 
wound in the back of the head, without 
regaining consciousness. The shooting oc- 
curred at the home of the girl, in Hano- 
ver, shortly after midnight while the Mil- 
ler boy was making a call on his youthful 


I sweetheart. Worry over having received 
letters telling him the girl was making a 


I fool of him and the family did not approve 
of the match, are given as the cause for 
the shooting. 


About 12:30 o'clock on Sunday morn- 


ing, the father of the girl was awakened 
by three shots, fired in rappid succession, 
apparently coming from the first floor of 
his home. Knowing his daughter was 
down stairs Mr. Hoffman called to her but 
received no answer. 
Upon going down he 


found the p.".rlor door was locked and he 
left the house and summoned two of his 
neighbors. They broke the door open and 
in the room filled with smoke, but by the 
dim light of an oil lamp on the parlor ta- 
ble could discern the two forms lying not 
far apart on the floor. Closer investiga- 
tion showed the girl had been shot in the 
right temple and the boy had a bullet 
wound in the back of the head, at the 
base of the brain. The girl lay, perhaps 
three icet from her lover and the key to 
the parlor door was on the floor near her 
right hand. Clutched in the hand of 
young Miller was a 32-calibre revolver. 
Of the three shots fired one had missed its 
mark. The bullet *had pierced a picture 
on the wall. It was evident there had been 
a struggle and it is probable that during 
this the first shot, directed presumably at 
trie girl went at random and lodged in the 
wall above her head. 
Miller never gain- 


ed consciousness and died about 5 o'clock 
on Sunday morning. 


Miller had been worrying about the re- 


cept of these letters for several months, 
say his friends, and sometime ago remark- 
ed to somesne that he would shoot his 
girl and himself if something could not be 
done to stop them. It is said there was 
no foundation to the statement made in 
the letters and his friends believed they 
were written by some would-be jokers. 
When Miller called at the Hoffman home 
on Saturday evening he seemed to be in a 
happy mood and there was no indication 
that he was brooding. He had gone with 
the Hoffman girl for some months and 
called on her regularly. The letters first 
started to come to him sooi. after he 
began .paying attention to the girl, and 
while at first he made light of thorn, they 
were received with such regularity that ho 
became worried and told the girl about it. 


At the hospital on Sunday evening, Miss 


Hoffman regained a semi-conscious condi- 
tion. She did not answer questions ask- 
ed her, onthor than to say there were only 
the two of them in the room when the 
tragecty occurred. Her chances for recov- 
ery arc regarded as very grave by the hos- 
pital physicians. 


The dead young man was an employee 


at the Hanover Wire Cloth factory and 
was the son of Mrs. Eliza Miller, of Han- 
over. Besides his mother, Miller leaves a 
number of brothers and sisters. Miss 
Hoffman's parents arc living and she has 
one brother. 


Hanover, Feb. 14.—Clews followed by 


the police today led them to believe that 
the girl, Edna Hoffman, wrote some of the 
letters herself which were the cause of the 
traged}'. Hai.d.vri ing of thegirl was ob- 
tained Monday, which corresponded with 
the address on the envelope received by 
the boy on Saturday. The girl is btill 
lingering at the hospital, and cnnnot an- 
swer questons. The bullet, which rests on 
her brain has been located, but has not 
been removed.

Missouri at Columbia, are doing for 
the country boys and girls what the 
manual training departments of the 
city schools are doing for city boys 
and girls. One Missouri county leads 
the United States in club member- 
ship. 
The clubs keep almost 7,000 


country boys and girls at work along 
practical and definite lines. 


The work of the boys' and girls' 


clubs was begun by the university 
about two years ago. Since that time 
tho organisation has grown to 613 
clubs with 6,563 members. Corn Judg- 
ing and sewing clubs are the most 
popular. Of the former there are 180 
In the state. There are 271 of the 
latter. Other clubs deal with stock 
fudging, poultry, pig raising, bread 
making and corn raising. 


Membership in boys' and girls' clubs 


DmcticrUy doubled since Jure 1. 


Campaigns in Lafayette county about 
two months ago brought the organisa- 
tion of 211 clubs in that county. This 
is, perhaps, the largest number in .any 
county in the United States. Clubs 
are working in about fifty Missouri 
counties now. 


The boys' and girls' clubs are under 


.the direction of Prof. R. H. Emberson, 
George W. Reavis and Miss Addle 
D. Root. Persons in charge of the 
clubs visit as many as possible during 
the year. Monthly rounds are made, 
holding contests and organizing new 
clubs. Members of the clubs range in 
age from ten to eighteen year«. Most 
of them aro between welvo and six 
teen years old. 


The university is trying no* to aid 


as many rural clubs as possible. Any 
correspondence relative to the work 
of the clubs will receive prompt at- 
tention if addressed to the Agricul- 
tural Extension Service, University ol 
Missouri, Columbia.

Eighty-two midshipmen ot the Na- 


val academy at Annapolis have been 
asked to resign as a result of theix 
failure to make an average of sixty 
per cent in the mid-year examinations, 
the navy department has announced. 


As told, an unusually large number 


of cadets failed to pass in certain sub- 
jects at the semi-annual examinations 
which have just been concluded. The 
academic board passed on each case, 
and recommended the dismissals to 
the secretary of the navy. When there 
were extenuating 
circumstances 
in 


the individual case, recommendation 
of dismissal was not made. 


It was reported at first that about 


220 midshipmen, or almost one-quar 
tor of the whole number at the acad 
emy, had failed to pass in certain 
subjects. The number in each class 
was said to be about as follows: First 
or graduating class, twenty; second, 
fifty; third, 
sixty; 
fourth, 
eighty. 


While this number is, regarded as 
rather large it is likely that many 
who failed were not asked,to hesign 
owing to various circumstances.
